strike November 7 s t the Briggs 1 
M anufacturing Co., and 18 other 
D etroit war plants as “highly ir­ 
responsible and reprehensible." 
The. board refused to reinstate 
seven Briggs employes who were j 
discharged 
for walking out 
on 
their jobs November 4. 
Smith three days later ordered 
a general sym pathy strike in De­ 
troit In protest against the dis­ 
charge of the seven workers, the 
board reported. 
The strikers were all members 
of the Mechanics Educational So­ 
ciety of America, an independent 
union of 
which Smith 
is secre­ 
tary. 
8m ith is also president of the 
Consolidated 
Unions of America 
which he helped organize several 
m onths ago with the avowed pur­ 
pose of using the strike during 
w artim e 
and 
abandoning 
the 
“sissy" attitude of the 
AFL and 
CTO. 
Jn 
calling the general 
strike 
which Involved 9,000 workers and 
tied 
up 19 plants for two days. 
Sm ith’s sole purpose was to force 
the WLB to review the discharge 
of the seven workers, the board 
staled.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30—The 
78th congress, not yet convened, 
was on notice today from Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt th a t any cuts it 
may make in so-called non-war 
federal spending would be on its 
ow l responsibility. 
In w hat was obviously the op­ 
ening executive move to forestall 
widespread reductions 
in 
some 
government activities by the al- 
most-Republican 
lower 
house. 
President Roosevelt told a press 
conference th at only congress can 
determine w'hat is and is not a 
non-essential activity. 
Mr. Roosevelt's discussion was 
prompted by a reporter's question 
asking if he contemplated recom­ 
mending reductions 
in 
non-war 
spending in his annual or budget 
messages to congress, due Janu­ 
ary 7 and January 8, respectively. 
President Irked 
The President replied somewhat 
sharply th at he did not under­ 
stand how people get th at way, 
and then awning into a disserta­ 
tion on the subject. 
First, he pointedly emphasized 
the fact 
th at 
there 
had 
been 
steady and continuing cuts in fed­ 
eral expenditures for non-essential 
purposes since the outbreak of the 
emergency, and that in the last 
year alone these items had been 
reduced by about 
$1,000,000,000 
annually. 
Then he declared th at it was 
exceedingly difficult and open to 
endless argum ent as to w hat ac­ 
tually could be classified as non­ 
essential in wartime. 
Because of this difference

views, Mr. Roosevelt declared it 
would be up to congress, with its 
prerogative to appropriate federal 
funds, to determine which activi­ 
ties should be continued and which 
curtailed.

WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
30— 
American housewives—beset 
by 
rationing of canned goods, sugar 
and coffee, and promised rationing 
of fats and oils, m eats and dairy 
products -today received a bit of 
good news from the agriculture 
departm ent--there will be plenty 
of eggs and poultry. 
"Supplies of chickens in coming 
months, although seasonally small, 
will be larger than a year earlier," 
a report by the Bureau of Agricul­ 
tural Economics said. 
"Storage stocks are the largest 
on record and the output of young 
chickens in specialized producing 
areas this W inter will be much 
greater than last year," the report 
said. 
Furtherm ore, it continued, “egg 
production is increasing seasonally 
at a much higher rate than a year 
ago. W ith good weather, produc­ 
tion for the W inter as a whole 
will be by far 
the 
largest 
on 
record." 
BAE cautioned, however, th at 
m ilitary and lend-lease egg needs 
will go steadily upward in 1913. 
Home front supplies, it was point­ 
ed out, will not be greater than 
the wholly adequate supplies of 
1942, although next year’s produc­ 
tion will be 8 
per cent 
above 
1942 s. 
Housewives, BAE said, will have 
enough eggs this W inter, but will 
not be able to get as many eggs 
as their w ar 
prosperity 
would 
allow them to buy. 
BAE experts reported th at U. S. 
farm ers will probably meet vastly 
increased 1943 production 
goals 
for 
turkeys—15 
percent 
above 
1942 output—and chickens—28 per 
cent above this year’s production.

Shih-Fei, 
are 
going 
back 
to 
China, and they are not expected 
to return to the United States. 
Return of the mission to China 
is due partly to reasons of a per­ 
sonal nature and partly because 
Gen. 
Hsiung and his 
associates 
feel the United States is not pay­ 
ing sufficient attention to China’s 
role in the war. 
When 
Gen. 
Hsiung 
came 
to 
W ashington last Summer, the Chi­ 
nese 
understood th at he

MIDLAND, Mich., Dec. 30 — 
American arm ed forces are pre­ 
pared to retaliate “in whatever 
quantities necessary, anytim e, any 
place" should the axis resort to 
gas w arfare, Maj. Gen. William 
N. Porter, chief of the chemical 
w arfare service, said today. 
His rem arks came a t a cere­ 
mony in which the Dow chemical 
company received two Army-Navy 
“E ” flags for its efforts in war 
production. 
"The fact th at gas has not been 
used against us yet ta no reason 
to suppose it will not be used when 
the enemies’ position becomes des­ 
perate," General P orter declared. 
“They certainly have no scruples 
against it. The Italians won their 
w ar against the 
Ethiopians 
by 
spraying them with gas, and the 
Japs have used it hundreds of 
times against the defenseless Chi­ 
nese. 
"We are prepared, should they 
try it again, to retaliate in w hat­ 
ever quantities are necessary, any­ 
time. anv ulaee " 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 30—In a 
counter-attack against rising pro­ 
hibition 
sentim ent the Office 
of 
W ar Inform ation 
reported today 
that 
Uncle Sam s troop# 
drink 
conservatively and 
the American 
arm y is “the best behaved in his­ 
tory.” 
“The 
American soldier 
needs 
neither curtain lecture nor apolo­ 
gy," OWI said. "He behaves well, 
he trains well, and in the far-flung 
places of the earth he is fighting 
well. 
'T here is vastly less drinking 
among soldiers in this w ar than 
in the last w ar." 
In a 15-page report, the OWI 
summarized the findings of a 12,- 
000-mile, coast-to-coaat survey of 
drinking conditions in and around 
army camps, reaching three gen­ 
eral and explicit conclusions: 
"I. There is not excessive drink­ 
ing among troops, and drinking 
does 
not 
constitute 
a 
serious 
problem. 
“2. The sale of 3 2 beer in the 
post exchanges in training cam ps 
is a positive factor in arm y so­ 
briety. 
"3. 
No American army in 
all 
history has been so orderly." 
The OWI, recognizing th at it is 
still “legal" to take a drink in the 
United 
States, 
declared 
th a t 
“there is drinking in the arm y; 
there will continue to be drinking 
in the arm y." 
“This is a civilian arm y," OWI 
said. “Men do not change charac­ 
ter when they put on a uniform. 
If they drank as civilians they 
will probably drink ss soldiers— 
but probably not so much."

complete 
checking their districts to see that 
all lights are extinguished. They 
will report to senior wardens who 
wMli contact the control center in 
the courthouse. 
No 
light which 
can be 
seen 
from the street should be perm it­ 
ted 
to shine. 
All lights in 
all 
business houses w hether inside or 
outside the 
establishm ent should 
be turned off during the dim -out 
The dim-out signal will be con­ 
tinuous blasts from the Container 
Corporation 
of America 
whistle 
and 
from whistles a t 
Eshciman 
mill 
and R alaton-Purina 
plants. 
In addition the city fire alarm 
system will ring a 5-5-5 series. 
Just as soon as these whistles are 
heard all lights should be turned 
out. 
The 
dim-out does not 
Include 
traffic 
lights and street 
lights. 
They will be perm itted to burn. 
Traffic 
villi not 
be halted, 
but 
cars will be slowed to under 15 
miles an hour. 
Persons 
failing 
to 
cooperate 
with the dim-out decree of the 
Defense Council will be subject to 
fines in city court since council a t 
Its meeting last April 15 passed 
as an emergency an ordinance set­ 
ting up penalties for violations. 
Under 
provisions of the 
ordi­ 
nance any person, firm or corpo­ 
ration 
found guilty of 
violating 
dim-out 
regulations will be sub­ 
ject 
to fine 
of not more 
than 
$500 and jail sentence of not more 
than six months. 
Residents of the city m ust com­ 
ply with orders of Civilian 
De­ 
fense officials during dim-outs or 
blackouts, the latter coming at a 
later date. 
The ordinance declares th a t any 
lights 
shining during a 
dim-out 
will be declared a public nuisance. 
Defense 
officials 
are 
hopeful 
th at the dim-out will be success­ 
ful. This drill will pave the way 
for a blackout locally and for the 
rural area as w'ell within a short 
time. Several rural areas have not 
yet completed 
establishing their 
defense units so they are not yet 
prepared. However, 
all communi­ 
ties have started work on their 
organizations 
and 
before 
many 
more 
weeks all 
details will 
be 
ready for the general blackout.

LONDON, Dec. 30—Sir Nevile 
Meyrick 
Henderson, 
60, 
British 
diplomat who was England's last 
ambassador to Berlin before out­ 
break of the war, died in his sleep 
in London last night. He had been 
in ill health for sometime. 
While in Berlin, Henderson was 
reported quite friendly with H er­ 
mann Wilhelm Goering, Nazi air 
chief. 
Later, In his book, “ Failure Of 
A 
Mission,” Sir Nevile 
reported 
th at the Nazi air m arshal once told 
him that when he died, he, Goer­ 
ing, would send a German plane 
over his grave to drop flowers. 
Goering, Sir Nevile wrote, re­ 
garded the Englishman as one of 
his best friends among foreign 
diplomats. 
Bom the second son of the late 
Robert Henderson, of Sedgewick 
Park, Horsham, and Emma Caro­ 
line Henderson, Sir Nevile was ed­ 
ucated at Eton and followed the 
early 
pre-diplomatic 
career 
of 
sons of aristocrats of those days. 
He entered his m ajesty’s diplo­ 
matic service in 1905 when he be­ 
came an attache. His rise 
was 
rapid.

Fifty to sixty

'The German invasion force of 
some tw enty divisions in the Stal­ 
ingrad area was believed to be 
hopelessly trapped, but roads of 
escape still were open for the axis 
arm ies in the Caucasus. 
Enemy forces in South Russia’s 
conquered territory east of the 
Ukraine originally were estim ated 
to have numbered a million, but 
the German high command was 
believed to have withdrawn large 
forces when it became 
apparent 
th at the Soviet offensives 
were 
gathering momentum. 
Riimi Advance 
Russian columns smashed for­ 
ward on an 80-mile line south of 
recaptured Kotelnikov today 
us 
other Red arm y units surged up 
from the Central Caucasus area of 
Nalchik. Still more Russian forces 
drove west and south through th# 
Don basin, encircling Nazi posi­ 
tions at m any points in the gener­ 
al sweep toward Rostov. 
This twice-occupied city 
near 
the mouth of the Don a t the sea 
of Azov is the funnel through 
which supplies m ust move to the 
German divisions in the Caucasus 
and Don and Volga 
areas, 
lf 
Rostov is captured or 
encircled, 
the position of the Nazi invaders 
will be desperate. 
Already the Russian 
encircling 
tactics have isolated enemy forces 
at numerous points and reduced 
their supplies to air-bom e trickles. 
On Monday 31 big German tran s­ 
port planes were shot down in the 
Stalingrad area. 
Hun# Driven Back 
Russian defenders of Stalingrad 
drove the enemy from strongly- 
held positions in ruins of the city’s 
shattered factory area and drove 
steadily ahead in the multiple of­ 
fensives north and south of the 
city.

and seize the rich oil stores of the

Circleville housewives are show­ 
ing their patriotism, a survey of | 
food m arkets showed Wednesday, 
by seeking to buy only the amount 
of canned goods they need and by 
refraining from trying to board 
foods which will be rationed soon. 
All major stores of the city were 
checked concerning purchases of 
foodstuffs since news was issued 
by 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 
Claude Wickard that rationing of 
canned products will be necessary. 
In some circles it was feared that 
announcement of 
the 
rationing 
program so f.-.r ahead of its actual 
inauguration might lead to diffi­ 
culties. Grocers, however, declare 
that very few, if any, large pur­ 
chases have been attempted. 
Some Set Limit 
Grocers in some instances have 
established a limit of their own 
on certain types of canned goods. 
They are not permitting persons 
with small families to buy large 
amounts of canned foods. They 
have been discouraging heavy pur­ 
chases for some time, even prior 
to the Wickard statement concern­ 
ing the necessity for rationing by 
use of the coupon system. 
Many grocers have been on the 
lookout for persons who are not 
their regular customers but who 
may be shopping from store to 
store hoping to build up their sup­ 
plies. These persons are limited by 
the grocers, if they are detected, 
from buying more than a mini­ 
mum amount. 
Prosecution Possible 
OPA officials pointed out Wed­ 
nesday that prosecution of hoard­ 
ers is possible under either of two 
statutes The highest penalty poss­ 
ible is a fine of 110,000 and sen­ 
tence of IO years in prison.

hoarders covers false representa­ 
tion because a person registering 
for the new ration book 
must 
state amount of rationed products 
he has on hand That statement 
becomes a government record and 
any falsification could be punished 
a felony.

Second law which is violated by 
hoarders describes as a 
misde­ 
meanor any violation of rationing 
regulations. 
Pickaway county rationing of­ 
fice has not yet started to prepare 
for iasuing Book No. 2, but it Is 
trying to clear its decks of routine 
work in order to get ready for the 
heavy task. Indications are that 
the board will be in a new loca­ 
tion before time comes for issu­ 
ing the next book which will be 
used to handle the coupon system 
of purchases.

1F1CTOR Hugo, eminent poet

before the Truman Committee the other 
day to explain 
differences

‘among them the scheduling of materials. 
A friend on the Committee had sug­ 
gested to him iii advance that it would be 
a good idea to appear without an Army of­ 
fice! b\ his side, since some members of 
the Truman Committee had the impression 
Patterson was m e r e ly the mouthpiece for 
forthright Lieut. Gen. Brehon Somervell 
and never made a move without his o. k. 
Despite this advice, Under Secretary 
Patterson arrived at the Committee’s hear­ 
ings accompanied by an Army officer, Col. 
Albert J. Browning. 
During the course of the Committee’s 
cross-examination, Senators asked Patter­ 
son about the powers of dynamic Charles 
E. Wilson, former head of General Elec­ 
tric. who has put new blood into the WPB 
and pepped up production as never before. 
Patterson testified that when it came 
to aircraft, escort vessels, radio and radar, 
Wilson had complete 
production powers 
over the Army or anyone else. 
Patterson 
was probably opposed to taking additional 
powers away from the Army and giving 
them to Wilson, but on these vital weapons 
— escort vessels, aircraft, radio and radar 
— he said Wilson was supreme. 
Patterson . was questioned 
at some 
length about tins and seemed absolutely 
sure of his facts. 
He even said that he 
personally 
as 
Under Secretary of War 
could not overrule Wilson and the WPB 
on escort vessels, aircraft, radio and radar 
production. 
But after the session adjourned and Un­ 
der Secretary Patterson had gone back to 
the War Department, he telephoned to the 
Truman Committee. 
“I find I was mistaken about part of my 
testimony,” he said and w ent on to explain 
that Wilson did not have complete power 
over the Army when it came to production. 
Note: 
The Truman Committee mem­ 
bers assumed that when Patterson got back 
to the War Department, either he or Col. 
Brown conferred with Gen. Somervell.

teeth know how valuable and com­ 
fortable they were com pared to 
any substituter for them. Some 
patients and some dentists are 
willing to sacrifice teeth 
very 
lightly, but m ost dentists are very 
conservative and do everything 
th*y ean to save as many teeth as 
possible. 


Prelim inary Study 


A fter the event has occurred, 
however, and you have w hat is 
known as an edentulous mouth, 
there arr m ary methods to be used 
fo help bring back a reasonable 
am ount of com fort. In the first 
place, the dentist should study th* 
m entality and the needs of the pa­ 
tient. 
There should be a long talk and 
a thorough understanding of ju st 
how much the patient expects and 
ju st w hat he w ants. Then the pa­ 
tient should understand th a t a 
complete diagnostic study, in o r­ 
der to m ake him as com fortable as 
possible, is a somewhat elaborate 
procedure. If the patient does not 
consent to a complete diagnostic 
study, the ultim ate result is likely 
to be very unsatisfactory. 
Those who hsve had experience 
say th at a prelim inary study be­ 
fore denture construction is begun 
reduces dissension and dissatis­ 
faction to a minimum. It also pre­ 
vents m ake-overs and the neces­ 
sity to recast dentures a aecond, 
third or even a fourth time. 
The diagnosis and study con­ 
sists in the first place of x-rays of 
the jaw s; second, im pressions of 
the jaw s on plastic m aterials and 
m aking a perm anent plaster or 
stone cast; th ird , transillum ina­ 
tion of ridges and sinuses; fourth, 
inspection of th ro at, tongue, lips 
and cheeks; fifth, construction of 
diagnostic bite plates and the ta k ­ 
ing of the diagnostic bite. T here 
are a few other procedures which 
the dentist will w ant to do which 
are som ewhat too technical to dis­ 
cuss here. 
The tem porary diagnostic bite 
plates are constructed of plastic 
base plate wax and waxes th at d if­ 
fer in color. L ig h t pink wax form s 
th a t portion of the bite above the 


ridge plane while a tooth-tm tcd 
wax form s the bite line. 
Mental Makeup of Patient 
Much of the success of a perm a­ 
nent denture depends upon the 
m ental m akeup of the patient. One 
dentist classifies his patients on 
the basis of w hether they are 
philosophical, exacting, hysterical 
or indifferent. 
A patient either 
above or below the average emo­ 
tional level makes a poor denture 
patient. 
Often the general health of the 
pajient, his circulatory system , 
w hether or not he is anemic and 
the condition of the nervous sys­ 
tem will ruin the success of the 
best-planned work of this kind. 
Cooperation of Patient 
A fter the diagnosis is made, the 
dentist should talk over all the 
whys and w herefores with the p a­ 
tient, who is entitled to know the 
results of the study and the exact 
conditions in order th a t he may 
cooperate and 
understand 
ju st 
what he is supposed to do. 
Very im portant is a periodic 
check-up as to w hether or not the 
denture 
is 
com fortable. 
These 
check-ups give the dentist an op­ 
portunity of observing his suc­ 
cesses and are educational to him. 
In these days of change new m a­ 
terials are being used by dentists 
and a periodic check-up enables 
the patient to have the advantage 
of any im provem ents th a t have 
been made in this field. No dentist 
can really be held responsible for 
the success or failure of dentistry 
unless hr is given the opportunity 
to make frequent check-ups with 
the patient to see how he is re a c t­ 
ing to th e new conditions. 


Q UESTIO N S AND ANSW ERS 
D. F .:— If a person is afflicted 
with tuberculous and has never 
had a cough or tem perature, w hat 
causes a hem orrhage? 
A nsw er: H em orrhage is often 
the first sign of tuberculosis; the 
disease is notoriously silent in its 
progress and m any people go for 
a long tim e w ithout a cough or a 
tem perature. The cause of hem ­ 
orrhage in these cases is ju st the 
sam e as the cause of hem orrhage 
in any case: an invasion of the 
w alls of the blood vessels by the 
tuberculous process.

These bedsprings and furniture, 
the State D epartm ent contends, 
are absolutely essential 
to 
the 
conduct of harmonious relations 
with the Republic 
of 
Panam a. 
W ithout bedsprings, it is inferred, 
our relations with Panam a m ight 
break down. 
This has been made a m atter of 
official record through letters sent 
to the W ar Production Board by 
no less than an A ssistant Secre­ 
tary of State, Howland Shaw, who 
demands priorities 
for 
shipping 
bedsprings, tapestries and period 
furniture to equip the American 
Embassy in Panam a. Regardless 
of the needs of 
the 
American 
Army in Panam a or the difficulty 
of shipping goods 
through 
the 
subm arine infested Caribbean, or 
the risk to American seamen, the 
State D epartm ent demands th a t 
these bedsprings, tapestries and 
period furniture reach Panam a im ­ 
mediately. 
A t first the 
W ar 
Production 
Board turned the request down. 
Then A ssistant Secretary 
Shaw 
came back with a second request 
supported by an elaborate letter. 
"The furniture consists 
of 
a 
great num ber of period designs,” 
Mr. Shaw wrote, “selected in con­ 
nection with the furnishing of Le­ 
gation residences abroad, to be ex­ 
ecuted in accordance with special 
designs and specifications. 
P a r­ 
ticular care is taken to specify 
the upholstery methods and m a­ 
terials based on practical experi­ 
ence to insure long-wearing quali­ 
ties. 
“N ot only is the relation be­ 
tween the different period pieces 
of im portance, but in addition they 
m ust have a relation to the archi­ 
tectural treatm ent of the room it­ 
self. In view of the fact that the 
particular Em bassy (Panam a) for 
which the furniture is intended is 
located in strategic C entral Amer­ 
ica, a country the United States 
Is vitally interested in, not merely 
by exhibiting the basis 
of 
our 
m anufacturing skill, but also from 
the point of view of the impor­ 
tance the Embassy will exert ii) 
Inter-A m erican relations, the en­ 
tire furnishing scheme ought to 
be of high standard without the 
use of untried substitutes or com­ 
m ercial stock Items. 
“The departm ent is aw are of the 
necessity of lim iting the use of 
scarce m aterials, yet, on the other 
hand, the im portant functions of
